WasHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—The nomina- 

tion ‘of James Lambird of St. Joseph to be 
Burveyor of Customs at that place comes 
pretty near closing the nominations that 
have been expected by the Missourians for 
the past year. With the indorsement of Maj. 
Posegate, Maj.Brock and — CN citizens at 
his place he was never considere’ otherwise 
than the successful man of the number who 
applied. The nomination was not agreeable 
to Col. James Beach and some few others, but 
there will be no delay about his eonfirmation. 
Maj. Brock and other friends have been be- 
fore the Senate Committee and given him a 
good name. 

Frank Erskin of St. Louis is another aspir- 
ant who awaits the pleasure of the Secretary 
ofthe Treasury. The chances for his appolnt- 
ment to a good place inthe Treasury are 
good. In fact, it has been intimated that he 
will not bave much longer to walt.

The Terry-Nagle Tragedy. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—Four of the 
late hours yesterday afternoon in the Supreme 
Court were given to the hearing of the appeal 
of Sheriff Cunnincham of Lathrop, Cal., from 
the United States Circuit Court decision refus- 


lag to deliver Deputy Marshal Nagle, who 
shot Davia Terry, to the State authorities. 

Zach Montgomery represented the Sheriff. 
He argued that unless there was statutory au- 
thority for a guard to a Justice of the Supreme 
Court, who should protecttbe person of the 
Justice from assault, then there was no power 
in the United States Courtsto release Nagle. 
He said it was not alleged tnat 
Nagle had acted upon the authority of 
any statutory law of the United States 
us there was no law extending protection out- 
side the precincts of the court building. At- 
torney-General Miller contended in the lau- 
guage of ex-Secretary Bavard that the inher- 
ent right of the Government to enact and en- 
force laws gives it power to protect its ser- 
vants in their execution. 

Justice Bradley asked the Attorney-General 
with what force the President should exercise 
this power of protection, supposing the Mar- 
shal have not sufficient force. 

The Attorney-General said with the poss 
first, andifthat prove insufficient with th 
army and navy. 

The Justice said: Then he bas the right to 
the aid of all citizens of the United States in 
maintaining the laws andin protecting the 
institutions of the Government.’’ 

Mr. Choate of New York followed on the 
Same side and in the same vein as the Attor- 
ney-General. 


The Chippewa Indian Lands. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—The Presi- 
dent has approved the agreements entered 
into with the several bands of Chippewa In 
dians in the State of Minnesota, under the act 


of Congress approved January 14, 1889. About 
4,000,008 acres are ceded to the Government 
under these agreements. RKeferrine to this 
approval, the Secretary of the Interior has 

romulgated a public notice and warning re 
ating to the ceded lands, in which be says: 

It cannot be ascertained to what portions 
ofthe land within the boundaries of the sevy- 
eral reservations, except the Red Lake and 
White Karth reservations, the Indian title will 
be extinguished by the agreements until the 
allotments in severalty shall have been made. 
None of the lands, whether pine lands or 
Agricultural lande, within the reserva- 
tions of the Chippewa Indians in 
Minnesota are open or will be 
opened to sale or settiement by 
citizens of the United States until advertise- 
ment to that effect as required in the act shall 
be made. All persons are warned not to go 
upon any of the lands within the limits ofthe 
reservations as heretofore existing, for any 
purpose or with any intent whatever. No set- 
tlemment or other rights can be secured upon 
the lands and all persons found unlawfully 
thereon will de dealt with as trespassers and 
intruders.’’ 


Opposed to Religious Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 5.—Senator 
Stockbridge prasented to-day two immense 
packages ofremonstrances against the pass- 
aye d any bil in regard to the 


observance of the Sabbath, or 
Lord’s Day, or any other religious 
or ecclesiastical institution or rite; against 
the adoption of any resolution for the 
amendment of the National Constitution that 
would in any way give preference to the 
principles of any religion above another, or 
that wtliin any way sanction legislation upon 
the subject of religion. These remon- 
strances contain the individual signatures of 
308,377 citizens from different States and 
Territories as follows: Michigan, 41,447; 
Minnesota, 22,880: Wisconsin, 20,750; Kansas, 
50,075; California, 20,428; Ohto, 19,360.

OSCAR H. ROESSEL AND MRS. BOARDMAN 
SUPPOSED TO HAVE GONE EAST. 


The Injured Husband in Pursuit—A Strange 
Story of a Fond Husband’s Confidence 
and a Bosom Friend's Perfidy—How 
Roessel Provided fer His Own Wife Be- 
tore Eloping—Full History of the Case. 


Heury L. Boardman, whose wife eloped 
with Oscar H. Roessel, has gone to New York 
in search of the fleeing couple. He returned 
yesterday morning from his trip toChicago, 
where he had gone in hopes of finding some 
trace of them; and last night, after getting 
together a few articles of wearing apparel, he 
left for New York, baving received informa- 
tion which led him to believe that the pair 
had taken a roundabout route for that city. 

The elopement presents many very peculiar 
features. Roessel was Boardman’s most in- 
timate friend, aud the two had been close 
companions for twelve years or more. Board- 
man was a model husband and fairly wor- 
shipped his wife. He provided her with an 
elegant home and purchased for her every- 
thing she wished. He is Secretary of the Platt 
& Thornburgh Palnt& Glass Co. and had a 
good income. Until he became infatuated 
with Mre.

A MODEL HUSBAND. 
He had no bad habits and was most kind in 
his treatment of his wife. He was steady and 
worked hard toaccumulate money and pro- 
vide his wife with a comfortable home. Even 
when he eloped he turned everything he 
owned over to his wife and got all his affairs 
insuch shape that she could easily handle 
them. He left the city without 


owing a dollar, having gettled all 
his debts previous to his departure. In all 
his business dealings he seemed to be up- 
right and conscientious, and his only great 
sin seemsto be his present action in desert- 
ing hisown wife and eloping with the wife of 
his bosom friend. Boardman had been 
married over thirteen years and Roes- 
sel more than eleven years. The 
Roesse!s have no children, but 
the Boardmans have two, 4 boy 
of 12 years and a girl of 10 years. Mrs. Board- 
man’s maiden name was Katie O’Connell, and 
her parents still reside in thiscity. She was 
about 35 years of age, and until she became 
involved in this affair with Roessel ap- 
pears to have borne a spotiess reputation. 
What makes the elopement appear 
all the more strange is the fact that 
Mrs. Boardman is a confirmed invalid 
and the evening she eloped was to leave the 
city to recuperate ber health sufficiently to 
enable her to undergo an operation which her 
physicians had decided would have to be per- 
formed on her.

DEAR Srr—I gives me pleasure to acknowl- 
edge receipt of your letter of the 27th, ex- 
tending on behalf of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Republican League of the United 
States an invitation to attend the third annual 
convention of the League to be held at Nasn- 
ville, Tenn. While Icannot accept the invi- 
tation, neither can I refrain from expressing 
my interest in the success of your proposed 
meetingiand the permanence and useful activ- 
ity ofthe clubs which will be represented. 
Such organizations are wholesome and desir- 
able, not only from a party but from a public 
standpoint.

A Destructive Blaze at Glasgow, Mo.—Busl- 
ness Buildings Burned.

GLASGOW, Mo., March 5.—About 2 o’clock 
this morning fire started in the rear of the 
bullding occupied by Messrs. Price, Koester 
& Hyde and owned by John Wachter and 
when first discovered was beyand control. 
Nothing was saved but the books and a few 
goods taken from the front of the store. 
The fire soon extended to the frame 
buliding adjoining, which was also 
owned and occupied by John Wachter as 


a stove and gun shop, andthe two buildings 
were speedily wrapped in flames. Through 
the herculean efforts of the citizena the Cen- 
tral Hotel on the south and the Howard Coun- 
ty Bank building on the north side of the fire 
were saved, and the further progress of the 
flames was prevented..

at about $11,000, insured for $6,000; Price &

$1,200, insured for $800. The last named firm

Hyde’s store and nothing was saved.

Isa Shortage of Over $30,- 
000 in the Treasury. 


Gove Francis Takes Possession of the Office 
This Morning and Issues a Notice That 
All Drafts Must Be Signed by Him—The 
Full end Complete Story of the Treasury 
Trouble — Hew the Governor First 
Learned of It in New York—Why the 
Oonference of Bondsmen Was Called 
and What Was Dene at the Meeting—The 
Deficit Made Up and an Effort Made to 
Put the Money Back in the Treasury 
Without the Facts Beceming Know 
Why Gov. Francis Would Not Carry Out 
the Programme.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 5.—The short- 
age of State Treasurer Ed T. Noland is the 
absorbing topic of conversation at the Capitol 
this morning. The amount that he is behind 
is not definitely known, but it is said to be not 
far from $32,000. Itis learned on the best of 
authority that even Gov. Francis himself is in 
doubt as to the exact amount, owing to what 
he calis irreguiarities In the books. The 
bondsmen, who have talked about the mat- 
ter, agree that the deficit is over that amount, 
and all Who claim to possess information ad- 
here to this sum or very close to it. 
Treasurer Noland went to the Capitol about 10 


o’clock this morning and went into his 
private office. Tne door was left open and be 
taiked with theclerks and visitors quite freely 
about everything except his trouble. To the 
Post-DisPATCH reporter he said that he had 
nothing to add to what he bad already given 
to the press. ‘‘The whole matter is now in 
the hands of the committee appointed by the 
Governor,’’ said he, ‘‘and nothing that I can 
say will change results. I must decline to 
discuss the matter. The Governor came 
into the office while the PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter wasthere. He discussed some unim- 
portant correspondence with Cashier Wilker- 
gon for a few minutes and then wrote the fol- 
lowing notice: 

have taken charge of the State Treasury 
under section 8583 of the Revised Statutes of 
1889. All checks against the State funds wil 
be signed by me until further notice. 

(Signed) „D. R. FRANCIS, Governor. 

No business was transacted in the office to- 
day, as it is desirable to leave the books as 
they are untl the committee arrives. War- 
rants drawn by the Auditor, however, were 
cashed atthe banks. The Governor was greatly 
annoyed in making his investigation by the 
new depository law. Surplus funds of the 
State are held by six banks, the Franklin of 
St. Louls, Exchange, First National of Jeffer- 
son City; the Union National, First National, 
Kaneas City, State Bank of Kansas City. The 
surplus fands on the lst of Maron amounted 
to Over $1,500,000, and interest is paid upon 
daily balances. No positive error, it seems, 
was discovered in this matter. Until State 
Treasurer Noland makes afulland free state- 
ment it will probably never be known just 
where all the money went or what 
it went for. He still maintains that the money 
dan all be found in the treasury, and here 
there should be an explanation of the repeat- 
ed expressions of opinions from State officials 
and bondsmen that they believed the Govern- 
or’s investigation would reveal the fact that 
no deficit existed. They reckoned all the 
time without counting the Governor in. They 


were 
ALL AWARE OF THE SHORTAGE, 
and it is not to be doubted that the bondsmen 
attempted to make it up, and were ready to 
turn the money over the minute the exact def- 
it was known. The sequel proves that Gov. 
Francie was doing his own thinking. He went 
upon the theory that it was useless to attempt 
% place a certain sum of money in tbe 
reasury witbout showing where it came from 
pand without the same being charged upon the 
Auditor’s books. This is the straw that broke 
the camel’s back. The Governor assumed 
that if there was ashortage his investigation 
must show it, and then is the time to notify 
the bondemen and prepare the way for mak- 
ing the State’s loss good. This was an entire 
change of programme from what was ex- 
pected.

The Story of the Discovery. 


This morning Gov. Francis went into the 
Treasurer's office in Jefferson City and issued 
a notice that he had taken charge of the de- 
partment aud that all checks against State 
funds must be signed by him. The Governor 
last evening suspended Treasurer Ed Noland, 
as it was announced in the Post-DISPaTcH he 
would do. He also stated that he would 
proceed against the Treasurer, inthe exact 
manner which the PostT-DISPATCH outlined. 
The Supreme Court will. meet next Monday 
and Gov. Francis will institute quo warranto 
proceedings to oust Noland from office. The 
State will will be represented by Attorney 
General Wood. Thesection of the statute un- 
der which the writ to arrest will be asked is 
the same as was quoted in the 
Posr- DiIsrarcen last evening. It reads that 
whenever the Treasurer shall wilfully fail to 
make a monthly report to the Governor, or 
when it shall appear that such report is false, 
or that the Treasurer has falled to deposit the 
State’s money as required by law, or has 
drawn out of any State depository except as 
provided by law, he shall immediately be sus- 
pended by the Governor, and upon proof of 
any such offense he shall forfeit his office rand 
the Attorney-General shall take immediate 
steps to have said officer removed by quo 
waryanto proceedings. 

Mr. Noland received formal notification of 
suspension last evening in the Capital. There 
were present besides the Governor and Mr. 


Noland, Mr. C. C. Maffitt, Chairman of the 
State Democratic Committee; John H. Overall, 
Vice-President of the St. Louls Board of 
Police Commissioners, and Attorney-General 
John A. Wood. 

The office of the Treasurer is now in full 
charge of the Governor, and a commission has 
been appointed to make a thorough examina- 
tion of the Treasurer’s books. The commis- 
sion consista of Mr. Charles Parsons, Pres!i- 
dent of the State Bank in St. Louis; Wm. 
H. Check of Kansas City, and Finis 
Marshall of Unionville, one of the Na- 
tional Bank examiners. This committee 
will go to work upon the books of the Treas- 
urer immediately and will be prepared to fur- 
nish a complete statement at the opening of 
the Supreme Court next Monday morning. 
The Governor last night said that he had dis- 
covered sufficient irregularities to fully war- 
rant his course. He also said that there ap- 
peared to bea shortage but how much he 
could not definitely state. It would not how- 
ever, be large enough to seriously inconven!- 
ence Treasurer Noland’s bondsmen. 

THE TRUE STORY OF THE CASE. 

The secrecy maintained by the persons in 
the possession of the facts has made it very 
difficult to obtain full and accurate informa- 
tion about the Treasury trouble, but a PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter learned to-day the true 
and complete history ofthe case. To begin. 
Gov. Francis received the first intimation of 
the serious state of affairs while in New York 
last Tuesday. He did not get it, however, 
fromaNew York banker, as has been re. 
— It came to him direct from Jefferson 
Jity,and was in the form ofa telegram from his 

rivate secretary, Michael Angelo Fanning, 

he Governor reached New York on Tues- 
day morning. He went there from Washing- 
ton Monday evening after the decision of the 
House on the World’s Fair contest. On his 
arrivalin New York he went direct to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel and registered. The 
story as it comes from New York is that he 
announced tothe clerk that he would beat 
the hotel for several days. A couple of hours 
afterwards he received his mail, which con- 
sisted of a couple of letters and telegrams. 
He had no sooner read the telegrams than he 
announced that he dad changed his 
mind about remaining for several days and 
that he would leave for Missouri on the after- 
noon train, as important basiness required 
his immedlate attention. He had not seen a 
banker, as has been rumored, or anybody 
else, and the information which — him 
to make up his mind so sudcenly to go back 
to Missouri was undoubtedly contained In the 
telegrams which he received from Jefferson 
City. He arrived atthe Union Depot Thurs- 
day morning and took the train for Jefferson 
City- He arrived iu Jefferson City Thursday 
pafternoon and at once took possession of the 
Treasurer's office. Treasurer Noland, how- 
ever, was not suspended. The Governer 
consulted with State Auditor Seibert 
and Secretary of State Lesueur 
about the situation, and on his suggestion 
they came to St. Louie forthe parpose of 
having a conference of Treasurer Noland’s 
bondemen. The bondsmen were notified be- 
fore Messrs. Selbert aud Lesueur left for St. 
Louis of the necessity of their meeting, and 
that the Lindell Hotel bad been selected as 
the place of conference. In response to these 
notifications ex-Gov. Morehouse, Senator 
Plersall, Jasper W. Burkes, John O’ Day, Col. 
John S. Elliott of Boongjlle, Ed Kenna, Gen- 
eral Attorne of he ‘Frisco road, 
„ Overall assembled in 
the Lindell Sunday night 
by Secretary of State 
Lesueur and State Auditor Seibert, who in- 
formed them ofthe condition ot the Treas- 
ury and the necessity of immediate action. It 
was represented that there would in all prob- 
ability be a shortage of at least $30,000 and the 
facts could not longer be concealed. The Gov- 
ernor had thought it only justice to them that 
they should be apprised of the situation at 
once. 

Then followed a discussion which lasted for 
several hours, and which was of an intense 
character. Some of those present argued 
that it would be absolutely fatal to the inter- 
ests of Democracy in Missouri to have it 
known that there was a shortage 
in the State Treasury and asserted that it the 
state of affairs wassuch as had been repre- 
sented, the amount of the deficit must be 

ald in and the facts concealed. psecretary of 
state Lesueur and Auditor Seibert were asked 
how far the knowledge of the situation al- 
ready extended and they gave assurance that 
beyond the Governor’s Private Secretary, 
Mike Fanning, themselves, and of course the 
Governor and Mr. Noland, no one knew that 
there was anything wrong. When esked if 
the Governor's investigation would not lead 
to suspicion tney said that they did not think 
it would, as such examinations were provided 
for by law, and could be easily and satiefacto- 
rily explained. The consensus of opinion be- 
ing thatthe knowledge of the situation must 
not get out and what was wrong must be 
righted for the good of the party, the amount 
of the alleged deficiency was apportioned and 
the strictest secrecy pledged. 

THE GOVERNUR AGAINST THE PROGRAMME. . 

The reason why the gentiemen who took 
part in the caucus either denied their pres 
ence there, or absolutely refused to say any- 
thing about it, is now clear. They were work- 
ing a desperate scheme and might bave car- 
ried it through successfully had not opposition 
developed in the most unlooked-for quarter. 
The Governor was decidedly opposed te any 
euch programme. le had been represented 
at the meeting by John H. Overall, and when 
the conference closed the decision which was 
reacbed was wiredto him. Word came back 
from him the next day that euch a programme 
would not meet with his approbation. There 
were two reasons why he would not approve 
of it. The first undoubtedly was that it would 
be unlawful todo so. The Governor could 
not legally make any such compromise, and 
he was not willing to risk His reputation 
for the sake of the Democratic 
party. The other reason why he would 
not consent to sueh a i provedure 
was that he made up his mind to appoint bis 
firm friend Lon V. Stephensito the office. 
Noland’sfriends had been his opponents and 
Noland himeelt was originally a Morehouse 
man. The Governor therefore could not see 
why he should expose himself to danger, 90 
save the map who had been opposed him, 
and this man’s friends, who were still his 
political enemies.

It is said that John O'Day comes in for a 
severe condemnation because of his alleged 
conduct at the meeting of Noland’s bondsmen 
which was held at the Lindell Hotel. The 
story is thatthe bondsmen came prepared 
for any emergency, and decided to con- 
tribute a certain amount apiece to make 
up the deficiency. O'Day agreed to give his 
share, 80 it is sald, but at the last minute got 
out of it, and if a shortage of $32,000 is dis- 
ered the other bondsmen will be seriously in- 
convenienced,as they have depended on him.

Storm at Samoa. 


BALTIMORE, Md., March 56.—A correspondent 
of the Sun, under date United States steamer 
Adams, Apia, Samos, January 18, writes: 

The Samoan Islands are nothing like as 


stormy as our own coast. The barometer is 
an unfailing indicator of stormy weather, and 
ifthe Admiral last year had left here when 
the barometer indicated a storm he would 
have escaped without injury. Last week, 
January 18and 14, we had 4 storm, but we 
went to Pago-Pago and escaped its violence. 
The storm was indicated by falling 
barometer and threatening sky. Atllo’clock 
Monday morning it fell lowerthan we had 
ever seen it, and we then started fires under 
the boilers. At 8 p. m. it fell still lower and 
we then weighed one anchor and were ready 
to leave the port. At 6 p. m. we got under 
way for Pago- Pago. As soon as we got out- 
side the storm broke upon us, Dut our course 
wasaway from the northwest gale to Pago- 
Pago, seventy-three miles southeast of here. 
It was raining anda pitch black night. The 
storm was right behind us and helped us 
along, and we madeagood run. We saw 
West Cape at 4:20 in the morning. It was so 
dark that we had an anxious watch 
for it. When we had come to 

at Pago-Pago at 8 o’clock the 
— . the sea was smooth as a billiard 
table. ago-Pago isa perfectly landlocked 
harbor, a secure refuge from allstorms. We 
stayed there a week and returned here eight 
days ago. The German cruiser Alexanderine 
wenttoseaon accountofthe gale the same 
day we did. She went fifty miles north of 
Upotu Island and weathered the storm at sea. 
They had two days of bad weather and a very 
uncomfortabie time. She returned here last 
Wednesday and left just before we came in. 
We have been very intimate with the officers of 
the Alexanderine. When the Alexanderine ar- 
rived here about amonth ago she took our 
berth and cut our buoy adrift, When we met 
the German officers they deliberately lied 
about it. When the Alexanderine left we 
saw the German sailors deliberately cut our 
buoys adrift with a hatchet. We sent an of- 
ficer over before she left and with Bismarc«e 
diplomacy they said they had not cut them, 
but only cleared it. We sent out a boat to 
pick up the buoys meaty | bad cut adrift, al- 
though they said they did not cut them. The 
Alexanderine was here from Wednesday until 
Monday and could have replaced the buoys on 
ouranchors, but did not. She is now in Pago- 
Pago. When the Iroquois comes we will go 
to Honolulu to stay there several months and 
then go to San Francisco.’’

OUR TREASURY TROUBLE 

Whenever the State Treasurer fails to 
make a monthly report to the Governor, 
or it appears that the report is false, 
or that the Treasurer has failed 
to deposit the State’s money as required 
by law, or has made any drafts on the 
deposits that were not anthorized by law, 
it becomes the duty of the Governor to 
suspend the Treasurer and institute pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court for his 
removal. Every dollar of the State’s 
money may be safe in the Treasury, but 
if any money belonging to one fund has 
been drawn contrary to law to pay war- 
rants against an exhausted fund,. the 
Treasurer has laid himself liable to sus- 
pension, and to removal if the court shall 
find him guilty of violating the law that 
should govern his official acts. 

Gov. FRANCIS has formally suspended 
Treasurer NOLAND on the ground that his 
books show ‘‘oertain irregularites,’’ not 
specified, but presumably payments that 
were all right except as they were made 
out ofthe wrong funds. The Governor 
does not allege that there is any deficit in 
the aggregate, and admits that if any 
should yet be found it will be a small one 
which the bondsmen can easily make up. 

Yet, deficit or no deficit, the Governor 
announces that ouster proceedings will 
be instituted immediately to create a va- 
cancy, which will give him the appoint- 
ment ofa new State Treasurer. He was 
apparently so eager for the opportunity 
that he overlooked the statute requiring 
him to appoint a committee to examine 
and report on the Treasurer’s books and 
accounts till NOLAND called attention to 
the statutes and stood on his rights. 

If this committee reports no deficit and 
finds only such “irregularities” as 
NOLAND’s. predecessors have practiced 
without question and without loss to 
to the State, the end of the matter 
will enable the public to judge 
whether the Governor is actuated more 
by a suddenly acquired zea! for the strict 
letter of the law than by a desire to annex 
the State Treasury to his political ma- 
chine. The very firstrumor of the Gov- 
ernor’s movement against NOLAND set all 
the politicians a taiking about LON 
STEPHENS as the man who would either 
be NOLAND’S successor or hold the same 
relation to the Treasury management 
that the late Col. BurRNEs held when 
GATES was Treasurer. Mr. STEPHENS is 
generally credited with both the means 
and the financial connections to make the 
most of the available opportunities in 
handling the State’s money.

IOWA’S PROHIBITION VERDICT. 

The most candid, bold and sensible dis- 
cussion of prohibition in the light of ex- 
perience which has been presented by an 
official of a prohibition State is found in 
the message of Gov. Borges of Iowa. He 
makes no attempt to straddle the ques- 
tion, orto conceal facts, or juggle with 
words. He tells the plain, wholesome 
truth about the results of prohibition. 

Gov. Borges declares that prohibition is 
a failure, that the law is not enforced, 
except in portions of the State where the 
majority of the people consent to its en- 
forcement. Speaking of the subject be 
remarks: 

If practical experiment was necessary to 
demonstrate the workings of this law we have 
had it. No statute was ever supplied with 
better facilities for its enforcement, or armed 
with more excessive penalties for its viola- 
tion, considering the nature of the acts pro- 
hibited, and yet with all its terrors, with 
every breath of the State Government, on the 
hands of its friends it has lain limp and life- 
less, ignored, disregarded and despised in 
most of the large cities of the State from the 
day of its birth to the present time. 

It is incapable of demonstration except 
upon oaked assumption that the use of intox- 
icating liquors as a beverage in Iowa has 
diminished since the law took effect. It is a 
patent fact, known to everyone who has taken 
the pains to inform himeelf, that in many of 
our citios, containing as they doa large frac- 
tion of our population, the only effect of the 
law has been to relieve the trafiic of those 
liquors from legal restraint of every kind. It is 
equally notorious that in the large cities of the 
State, where the open saloon has been closed, 


a secret traffic, sufficient to supply all the 
wants of the trade, has immediately followed. 


these localities at least the use of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage has not been diminished 
by our prohibitory law, but instead thereof 
that it has been greatly increased, if want of 
legal restraint of any kind will produce that 
effect. 

The message further asserts that be- 
fause the State is trying to accomplish 
more than is possible, instead of having 
the traffic controlled, placed in the hands 
of fit persons, ‘‘it is open to the vilest of 
men for the sale of the most adulterated 
**of liquors to every class of human beings 
„that can be induced to buy.“ This is 
donein violation of law and without pay- 
ment of a cent of revenue to the State. 

The Governor takes the result of the 
election in fowa as the verdict of the peo- 
ple against prohibition. He urges that in 
accordance with the demand of the people 
the Legislature is bound to substitute 
something better and advises the adoption 
of strong and comprehensive local option 
and high license laws. Thus prohibition

KIRKWOOD, March 4.—The PoOsT-DISPATCH 
of Monday contains a paragraph stating the 
alarm felt by Mr. Wm. L. Elseffer,‘‘one of the 
most prominent civil engineers’’ of New 
York, over the condition of the Mississipp! 
River. He is troubled by the jetties at tne 
mouth ofthe river, as ‘‘obstructions’’ to the 
flow of the water into the gulf. As one of 
those who bullt the jetties, I can assure him 
that the jetties do not dam up the river, or 
that if they did, the water could escape 
through Cabitt’s Gap, a wide and deep open- 
ing in the east bank of the river about fifteen 
miles above its mouth. Further, for the in- 
formation of Mr. Elsefter, and all who sup- 
pose he is talking sense about the river, I may 
state the fact that the river surface at the 
**head of the passes is no higher than be- 
fore the jetties were begun, and if the jetties 
ever do dam the water, it can get out over the 
banks of South Pass, which are only afew 
inches above its surface. I have ail proper 
sympathy for Mr. Elseffer’s trouble, but 
the only cure I know for itis for him to get 
acquainted with the truth before he writes or 
talks about the river.

Vail’s Attorney Asks That the 
Prisoner Be Released.

The Last Witness for the Prosecu- 
tion on the Stand To-Day. 


Insurance Men Tell of Their Transactions 
With charles F. Vall—Mr. Borrows Tells 
About the Application Which Was Said 
te Have Been Forged—Henry T. Thomas 
Swears That Vail Had an Accident Ticket 
on His Wife’s Lite When the Forest Park 
Incident Occurred,

Sr. CHARLES, Mo., March 5.—The prosecu- 
tion in the Vailcase has closed at last, and 
the hearing is now in the hands of the defense, 
but there is some doubt as to whether Vall 
will put on any of his witnesses, because it 
has been apparent from the first that the 
court was disposed to hold him, and to exam 
ine witnesses would be simply to reveal the 
defendant’s case without accomplishing any 
good result. The disposition of the court is 
manifested in all the rulings, and it 
is not unfair to the Justice 
to say that Vail, whether guilty or innocent, 
has not had a fair hearing nor the sembiance 
of one. A true picture of the proceedings 
would not be believed, for none but those 
who witnessed it could believe that such a 
hearing could take place within twenty miles 
of a great metropolis like St. Louis. A fair 
idea of the whole business may be given by 
telling of Justice Thro’s rulings on the ques- 
tion of admitting the defendant’t declarations 
into evidence. 

In cross-examining Mr. Borrows Mr. Mc- 
Donald asked him what Vall’s reply was 
when Judge Jones bad demanded the surren- 
der of the policy. 

Gov. Johnson objected, on the ground that 
if the declarations made by the defendant 
after the act wereevidence the defendant 
might have spent his time before his arrest in 
manufacturing evidence. 

The Court sustained the objection and the 
question was ruled out.

On cross-examination Mr. Thomas identi- 
fied twenty-two life policies as policies 
which bad been issued on the lte 
of Charles Vail by K. J. Thomas, 
witness’ father, in various companies, 
through a period beginning in 1881, 
and continuing up to the present year. 
He said that his father had issued policies to 
Vail when Vail was short of money and taken 
in payment eggs and butter. 

At the conclusion of the examination the 
State rested and Mr. McDonald made a motion 
to discharge the prisoner.

THE CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE, 


No More Quotations to Be Sent Out—Efiects 
of the New Rule. 


The recent notification from the Chicago 
Board of Trade tothe effect that no official 
quotations would be sent out from the floor 
has caused no little excitement in the St. 
Louis Merchant’s Exchange, and a very great 
deal among the bucket shops. The move is 
solely intended as au attack upon the bucket 
shops, not only in Chicago, but throughout 


the country. The Chicago Board of Trade has 
for a long time been engaged in a fierce but 
hitherto unsuccessful war upon the open 
Boards of Trade. Cases have several times 
been brought to the attention of 
the courts without effect. As will 
be remewbered some time ago 
the Chicago quotations were withdrawn from 
the Mercbants’ Exchange of this city, the 
reason being that it was believed that the 
bucketshops had been able to secure them. 
The effect was that the bucketeheps had the 
exclusive quotations, and that their business 
was very largely increased, and the quota- 
tions were therefore restored. Several other 
attempts were made with ual ill success, 
and the strong step of refusing to send out 
any quotations to any point was finally 
adopted. The rule will not go into effect im- 
mediately, and therefore its workings cannot 
et be intelligentiy estimated. The question 
s whether Chicago can do without the coun- 
try atlarge. Already the bucketshops of this 
and other cities have made preparations for 
replacing the Chicago grain quotations by 
those from New York and St. Louis. Some of 
the members ofthe St. Louis Exchange who 
are hostile to bucketshops favor a similar 
rule, but others believe that such a move 
would be unwise, and that the tendency of 
the Chicago ruling will be to advance the 
interests of this city.

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UNRESTRICTED RECIPROCITY. 


The Pan-American Congress Reaching 


Coaclusions in its Work. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Maroh 5.—The report 
of the Com mittee on International Law came 
up yesterday in the Pan-American Conference 
and was finally adopted. The Committee on 
Customs Unions presented majority and mi- 
nority reports. The majority say that the 
establishmeut of a customs union, as genera!l- 
ly understood, would require not only a par- 
tial sacrifice of the national sovereignty of 


the American nations, but more radical 
changesin their Constitutions than they are 
willing to accept. The majority believe that 
the principle of unrestricted reciprocity is ac- 
ceptable, and that its adoption would, in all 
probability, bring about as favorable results 
as those obtained by free trade among the 
different States of the Union. A _  cus- 
toms union on this basis, how- 
ever, the majority Geems impracticabie 
as a continental system at present. 
If itis not easy to at once reach unrestricted 
reciprocity, the majority oer then that end 
might be obtained gradually and partially. 
The first and most efficient step in that direc- 
tion is the negotiation of partial reciprocity 
treatics among the American nations, where- 
by each may agree to remove or diminish 
their respective import duties upon some of 
the natural or manufactured products of one 
or more of the other nations, in exchange for 
similar and equivalent advantages, for if the 
mutual concessions were not equivalent the 
treaties would soen become odious, 
could last only a limited time and 
would discredit the system. If after this 
has been tried for some reasonable time a 
good result should follow, as it is to be ex- 
pected, the number of articies on the free list 
might be enlarged in each case from time to 
time, until they attain through the develop- 
ment of the natural elements of wealth, other 
sources of revenue or an increase of the ex- 
isting ones, which would allow the contract- 
ing nations to reach unrestricted reciprocity 
or agree to free trade among some or all of the 
American nations. Therefore the majority 
proposes: To recommend to such of the Gov- 
ernments represented in the conference as 
may desire partial reciprocity, to make com- 
mercial treaties, with one or more of the 
American countries, under such a basis as 
may be acceptable in each case, taking into 
consideration the special situation, conditions 
and interests of each country, and with a 
view to promote their common welfare. 

Gen. Hendérson, the member from the 
United States, signed the majority report, 
with a reservation of his right on final con- 
sideration to present some amendments ot. 
fered in committee. 

The minority, Mr. Alfonso of Chiliand Pena 
ofthe Argentine Republic, presented ami 
nority report, steting tbat the committee haa 
been unanimons in advising the conference to 
reject the idea of a customs union, but differ- 
ences of opinion in regard both to the 
form of the report and the recommenda- 
tion led the minority to 8 a resolution to 
reject the whole subject. hese delegates, it 
is said, feel that as long as the United States 
lays a tariff on wool, the principal! article pro- 
duced in their countries, reciprocity would 
not benefit them.

A CHILD’S HISTORY. 


The Sisters of the Good Shepherd Take 
Charge of the Unfortunate. ‘

„ ST. LOUIS SELECTED. 


Department of the Missouri Headquarters 
to Be Located Here. 


At the Quartermaster’s office in this city no- 
tification is shortly expected that the transfer 
ofthe military headquarters of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri will within a short time 
be transferred from Fort Leavenworth to St. 
Louis. This isin pursuance of the policy of 
the Government, which has been to transfer 
division and departinent headquarters from 
the military posts to large cities. The divis- 
fon in this case is supposed to have been has- 


tened by a conflict of authority between Gen. 
Wesley Merritt and Gen. A. Mob. Me- 
Cook, Post Commander at Fort 
Leavenworth. The choice of St. Louls was 
made by Gen. Merritt himself, who was al- 
lowed to select the olty at which department 
headquarters should be established. The 
move will not involve the transfer of troops 
to this city, the department staff alone being 
stationed here. The change will not be of as 
much immediate importance as might be 
imagined, as the purchasing departments of 
the Department of theMissouri have fora * 
time been practically located in this eity. A 
the quartermaster and commissiary sup- 
ples that have been purchased in the West 
haye come from St. Louls for 
many years past, and the assist- 
aut quartermasters and commissioners 
stationed at this city have made nearly all the 
contracts for supplies in the past, as they will 
in the future. ‘The officers who will be trans- 
ferred to this city will be the Department 
Commander, the Chief Quartermaster, the 
Chief Commissary, the Judge Advocate, tue 
Adjutant- General and their staffs. No troops 
except a few general service men will be 
moved tothis city. The importance of the 
change of station is to befound in the fact 
that it may fairly be regarded as indicative of 
an intention to establish a large post in the 
vicinity of St. Louis at some future 
time. The small stations are rapidly be- 
ing disestablished andthe troops concentrated 
at central points. Fort Leavenworth cannot 
accommodate many more. Fort Rileyis a 
cavairy station, and there are no other posts 
within the limits of this department that are 
suitable for the reception of large bodies of 
troops. That some provision will have to be 
made inthe immediate future for the troops 
who have been stationed at the smaller posts 
is well recognized in army eireles. The re- 
moval of the department headquarters to this 
city is regarded as significant of an intention 
to make St. Louis a large army post.

cases of Thomas Burner and W. L. Has- 
brouck, alleged insane patients at the City 
Insane Asylum on Ward’s Island, are made 
returnable this morning. In the first case 
Burney’s wife is thé petitioner who declares 
that her husband was never insane, and that 
she and her children have been unjustly de- 
prived of his care and support, tbey having 
been. compelled to depend upon the charity 
of friends for the absolute necessaries of life. 
In the case of Hasbrouck the petition is signed 
by Col. A, H. Rogers, acting under a power 
of attorney, who became interested in both 
cases while in durance on the island, charged 
with being of unsound mind. The Colonel 
himself was released only on Monday of last 
week under a writ of habeas corpus, the jury, 
without a moment’s hesitation, adjudging 
him sane, although no witnesses were called 
or heard except the physicians of the asylum. 
The story of Col. Rogers, as related to the 
POST-DISPATCH correspondent, of his arrest 
and imprisonment is indeed a pathetic one. 
His efforts to secure counsel were frustrated, 
his attempts to communicate with friends of 
no avail, and it was only by securing the 
secret delivery of notes by paid messengers 
that he was finally enabled to secure his 
freedom. The Colonel has kept a diary 
ever since he was taken to the 
Asylum, Uctober 20, 1880, and his strictares 
on the conduct of Drs. McDonald and Bond, 
the general superintendent and bis assistant, 
are severe and specific, and he claims to de 
able to substantiate them by competent wit- 
nesses in a suit for damages he proposes to 
institute against the officers cf the asylum. 
DISGRACEFUL EXHIBITIONS. 

Why are ladies and gentiemen,’’ said the 
Colonel, permitted to witness the exhibition 
of the unfortunate loons, idiots, imbeciles, 
epileptics, paralytics, convulsionists, as well 
as sane men unjustiy incarcerated and de- 
prived of their liberty in what is considered a 
veritable living hell to persons of certain 
temperaments, and by the exhibi- 
tion outraging the feelings of those in 
full possession of their senses and faculties 


and also mortifying even these who are per- 
fectly sane on all points, except some trifling, 
harmiess delusion? This latter class would 
not be deprived of their liberty in a lunatic 
asyium in any other country in the civilized 
world. The inhumanity of man to man, 
based apon my experiencein that place, could 
not be better demonstrated than it is there. 
Au investigation by the Grand-jury and Senate 
Committee, conducted with skill, care, justice 
and diplomacy, would reveal to the citizens 
of New York and the world a condition of af- 
fairs of which they have no possible concep- 
tiou: I am ready to produce proof as to the 
correctness of everything that I may say 
or have said in the noble cause, to 
which lwill devote my spare time, of libera- 
ting sane meu and women from asylums and 
in improving the conditions of the insane.’’ 

While in confinement Col. Rogers states 
that he wrote many letters to officials and 
friends that were never delivered by the 
authorities on the Island, but were and still 
are unjustly detained by them. 

SUPPRESSING PROOF. 

These letters, said Col. Rogers, should 
by law be sent to the persons to whom ad- 
dressed or handed to the Commissioners 
of Lunacy. I request of that commission, 
if they are honorable men, that they 
will not destroy or loso them, as I consider 
their contents important in the suitI shall 
bring. The letters that I wrote to mr dear 
sister in California, tomy young daughter in 
her tender care aod charge, to prominent 
— men and to social and personal friends 

especially request to have preserved intact. 
I regard them us either my property or that of 
persons to whom addressed, and I shall de- 
mand the delivery of the same. Persons 
charged with insanity are not allowed to com- 
municate with either counselor friends and 
are subjected to extortions by employes of 
prisons where first taken, as evidenced by 
the fact that while in the Tombs I 
gave 1 36 bil to get some dinner 
and never afterwards saw the man, bill or 
dinner. I was deprived of my liberty for four 
months and seven days without atrial, never 
having committeed any crime. I was not and 
am nota pauperand was not committed ac- 
cording to the law providing for such cases. 
Iam an honorably discharged soldier, a vet- 
eran, a member ofthe G. A. R., and if I was 
insane I should have been sent tothe Asylum 
for Insane Soldiers at Washington. 

»The manner of determining a man’s re- 
ligion upon arriving at the hospital is unique, 
if not infallible, 
was asked by 
religion was. I 
not know what to call it, asi had only three 
articles to my creed, viz.: Beliefin the exist- 
ence ofa ruling and governing power, the 
Lord's prayer and the golden rule. ‘That’s 
Protestant,’ he said. Ithink it the broadest 
and most liberal Catholicism.’’ . 

MR. CLEVELAND INTERESTED. 

Among the letters smuggied out of the hos- 

ital was one to ex-President Cleyeland, who 

nterested himself in the case and addressed 
a letter to the Commissioners of Charities and 
Correction in behalf of Col. Rogers, for which 
he expresses the deepest gratitude. Col. 
Rogers hat a list of patients on tbe Island 
whom he believes are not insane, with a de- 
tafled history ofeach, and an effort will be 
made to secure an impartial ex- 
amination, so that if any are -unjusti 
detained they may be set free and restore 
to their friends.

FURTHER DETAILS OF THE FLOGGING TO 
DEATH OF MME- SIGIDA- 


The Story Told by a Russian Refugee—Baron 
Kerfi’s Brutality—Several Tracedies the 
Resuit of Prison Orders in Siberia—Sui- 
cide of Several Male and Female Prison- 
ers—The Terrible Hunger Strike. 


CHICAGO, III., March 5.—The following com- 
munication bas been received by the Associ- 


ated Press: 
MINNEAPOLIS, March 4, 1890. 


To the Associated Press: 

I have jast received from a Russian ac- 
quaintance in Partie the following letter with 
regard to the reported flogging to death of 
Madame Sigida at the mines of Kara in East- 
ern Siberia. I have every reason to believe 
that my correspondent is trustworthy and 
that be has received directly from the prov- 
ince of the Trans-Baikal the informa- 
tion that he sends me, but fur- 
ther than this I know nothing. The 
story of the flogging of Mme. Sigida and the 
suicide of her companions has been officially 
denied by the Journal de St. Petersbourg, the 
organ of the Russian Foreign Office, and by 
the St. Petersburg Novoe Vremya, but these 
denials, unfortunately, do not carry as much 
weight as they would if the Russian Govern- 
ment had not denied the story of the slaughter 
of political exiles in Yakutusk last March—a 
story that I am now prepared to prove before 
a committee of the International Prison Asso- 
ciation. GEORE KENNAN. 


DETAILS UF THE TRAGEDY. 
PARIS, Feb. 14, 1890. 

My DEAR KENNAN—I hasten to send you the 
details that we received here yesterday from 
Siberia, of the spagedy at Kara, with regard 
to which I wrote you briefly a few days ago. 
We learn from a trustworthy source, that up- 
on the suggestion or initiative of Baron Korff, 
Governor-General of the Amor-Provinces, it 
was decided some months ago to put all the 
political offenders at the mines of Kara upon 
the footing of common criminal convicts. In 
pufsuance of this decision orders were 
received from St. Petersburg to 
turn political convict women 
over to Commandant Towllin, the 
Director of the common criminal prisons, 
and to have them shut up in the cells occupied 
by female convicts of the common crimina! 
class. The Kara tragedy was the resuit of 
this order, which was made known to the 

olitical prisoners on the 24th of last October. 

ore than halt ot the male political convicts 
proposed at once to commit suicide, but as 
all wouid not agrée to this it was finally de- 
elded to await definite action on the part of 
the prison authorities, The men gave 
notice, however, that they would kill them- 
selves at the first attempt to carry the order 
into execution. About this time severities 
began in the Women’s Political Prison. Mme, 
Kavalskaya, by ‘order of Governor-General 
Korff, had been transferred from Kara to the 
Verkhni Udinsk prison and this had prepared 
the way for the events that followed as soon 
as her female companions learned the har- 
rowing details of her removal to Verkun! 
Udinsk, the circumstances of which were as 
follows: 

Baron Korff paid a visit of inspection to the 
women’s political prison at Ust 
entered the cell where Mme. Kavalskaya was 
lying sick in bed. It is a strictly enforcea 
rule in all Russian prisons that when an officer 
—and especially an officer of high rank—enters 
a cell every prisoner shall rise to his or her 
feet and stand in the attitude of attention. 
Mme. Kavaiskaya, who was in an advanced 
stage of prison consumption, neither rose 
from her bed nor noticed in auy way 

THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S ENTRANCE. 

Baron Korff, ignorant, perhaps. of the un- 
fortunate woman’s physical condition, asked 
her 10ughiy whether she did not know who 
had entered the cell and why she id not get 
up. Madame Kavalskaya replied, wearily: 
It makes no @ifference to me now whether 
you are the Governor-General or only a turn- 
key, lam unable to get up.

TERRIBLE HUNGER STRIKE 

only Mme. Sigida and Mme. Salova were able 
to stand on their feet. Mme. Sigida asked for 
an interview with the commandant and in the 
course of it struck him inthe face. Whether 
the blow was provoked by something he said 
to her, or whether she intended to sacrifice 
herself with the hope of bettering the condi- 
tion of her companions, is not known. The 
hunger strikers were not aware of her 
intention to strike the commandant, if she 
had such an intention when she left them. 
Mme. Sigida was removed to the common 
criminal prison at Ust Kara as were also 
Mesdames Kaluzhnaya and Smirntakaya, and 
according to one account Mme. Kavaiskaya. 
The result of the blow given by Mme. Sigida 
to Commandant Masiukef was a telegram 
from Governor-General Korff directing that 
she be flogged. The prison surgeon made 
the customary examination of her and re- 
ported that she was not in a condition to 
endure the punishment. Baron Korff was 
notified of the Surgeon's decision aud ot his 
refusal to be present at the flogging, He 
thereupon telegraphed: 

„Carry the order into execution without the 
presence of the doctor. 

Madame Sigida was then flogged under the 
supervision of the Assistant Director of the 
common criminal prison—an officer named 
Verboiski (another letter gives the name of 
the Assistant Director as Bobrofski). She died 
two days later from heart failure, and almost 
immediately afterward Mesdames Smirntska- 
ya, Kalusbnaya and Kavalskaya pvisoned 
themselves. The other women were s0 
isolated they did not know what had hap- 
pened, out the news of the terrible tragedy 
reached the men’s prison, and according to 
information furnished the Procurer, 
thirty of the male political convicts 
took poison. Only two of them, 
however, Kalusbnoi and Bobekof, died. 
others were saved by medical treatment.

‘Hecker, who was living outside of the prison 


in the Free Command’’ shot himselfin the 
head, but as his pistol was a very small and 
cheap onethe wound was not fatal. In the 
words ofone ofthe Kara political convicts, 
this is the beginning of the end. The Governor 
ofthe Province ofthe Trans-Baikal, the pro- 
curer, the district surgeon and two gendarme 
officers from Irkutsk have goneto Kara, but 
for more than a week my correspondent says 
no news has been received from there.

The history of the case was told yesterday by 
Judge Van Wagoner in the petition, and with 
a few additional facts besides. John Arold, a 
German, came to this city about 1844 or 1845, 
but what business he engaged in isnot known. 
In March, 1848, he married a pretty Ger- 
man girl named Elizabeth Niemueller, 
and they went to housekeeping in the 
southern portion of the city, whichat that 
time did not extend as far south as it does 
now.

cold. Mies Arold, the sister, re- 
mained with Mrs. Arola and the 
baby boy two weeks, when sbe noticed from 
Mrs. Arold's actions that she was not wanted 
inthe house. The two women quarreled and 
Miss Arold leftthe house. It is said she went 
to the northern part of the city where she se- 
cured employment. Three weeks after the 
death of Mr. John Arold Mrs. Arold, the 
widow, married Sebastian ) They 
moved from the quarters 
and went to housekeeping in another part of 
the city. Here begins the story. Mr. Arola 
owned a little property in South St. Louis 
and when he became sick he had no time or 
inclination to makea will,as the cholera, if 
such it was that caused his death, carried him 
off too soon, When Mrs. Arold and her child 
moved into their new home with Mr, Zipt the 
child was introduced to all who asked as 
the child of this second marriage, or at least 
Mr. Zipt in his petition so states. The boy 
grew up and other children were born to his 
mother and step-father. He continued to live 
with them until 19 years of uge, when he be- 
gan the struggle with the world for himself. 
Hara work won him success and a com- 
fortable salary, and on November 7, 1871, 
he married a well-connected and highly re- 
spectable lady in Jefferson City. He was then 
only twenty years of age. He went to house- 
keeping

home in South St. Louis, and still continues to 
livethere. He is now the father of two sons, 
George 8., 17 years of age, and Andrew 

os years of age. liis family 
and the family of ulis parents were 
always on the best of terms and mingled a 
greatdeal. In 1882 his mother died at a good 
old age surrounded by all her children and 
their children, Itissaid she asked for her 
first born son as she had something to tell 
him, and it is claimed that he was not sent 
for, nor informed that his mother wished to 
speak to him before she died. She 
was buried ana Mr. Zipf continued to live in 
the same house with hischildren. About one 
year ago itis said Mr. Zipf said he wanted to 
selithe property he owned and found a pur- 
chaser, There was some delay in the trans- 
action, itis told, and he showed some uneas!i- 
ness. About the same time a friend went 
to George Zipt, the petitioner In 
this case, and said he had over- 
heard his father remark that George was not 
his son,that he was not of his fesh and blood.

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MONEY THE CHIEF FACTOR. 


Currency Being Held in the Interior—The 
European and South American Situation. 


Henry Clews says this week: ‘‘The money 
market is the chief factor inthe financial 
situation. From now until the middle of 
April there is every reason to ancticipate 
close. it not stringent, rates. Currency has 
returned from the interior in much smaller 
amounts than usual, the Treasury 1s absorb- 
ing funds more rapidly, and the reserves are 


about $11,000,000 less than a year ago, most of 
the banks already being below the regular 
limit. The great expansion oftrade and in- 
dustry has drawn money from the East 
in lorge sums to the South and far 
West where it finds more profitable 
empléyment than in securities yielding only 5 
per cent and less on their market value. Im- 
mense amounts are locked up in enterprises 
which have not yet begun to yield anticipated 
profits, and in some sections of the country 
funds are slow in returning Eastward because 
of backward trade and consequent slow col- 
lections. As soon as these temporary condi- 
tions are passed we may look for easy money 
and also for better prices for stocks, but until 
then the difficulties of a bull gampaign are al- 
most if not guite insuperable. In other re- 
spects passing influences are not alto- 
gether in favor of an improve- 
ment. Trade reports are not quite so encour- 
aging, and our foreign trade is less satis- 
factory, for the reason that exports, which 
usually decline atthis period, are shrinking 
more rapidly than imports. Were it not for 
the fact that London is now ftaking our 
securities with greater freedom—litself 
a very favorable feature—foreign ex- 
chauge woald be nearer the gold export- 
ing pointthan the importing point. If Lon- 
don continues to take stocks it will, of course, 
diminish future exports of gold; a contin- 
gency, however, that we fear can hardly be 
escaped. The present ease of money in Lon- 
don is probably only temporary. South 
American demands for gold are only delayed 
and will certainly make themselves felt in due 
season. Weare not predicting these contin- 
gencies, but simply desire them keptin view, 
the financial horizon not being as clear as it 
mightbe. Any urgent demand upon us for 
gold in preference to securities, at a time 
when we could least afford to spare it, would 
give the bears a weapon which they would 
surely use to full advantage. Pesssimistic 
views, however, are not in order. The gen- 
eral outlook beyond is encouraging. While 
trade is quiet at present this is but a breathing 
spell after last season’s rush.

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY, 


Sutter Gets His Extension Bill Through the 
Council—The Gas Bill in the House. 


Both branches of the Assembly met last 
evening. Inthe Council the bill granting the 
Municipal Electric Lighting Co. an extension 
of ninety days was discussed and passed with 
but little opposition. If this action is sus- 
tained, Mr. Sutter and his company can be- 
gin lighting the city with electricity April 1, 


without paying the penalty of $1,000 per day 
for the delay. Underthe provisions of the 
contract the lighting should have commenced 
at the beginning of the year. 

The St. Louis Central & Western Rallroad 
bill was passed. This company succeeds the 
St. Louis Cable & Western road and asks 
privileges additional to those now held by the 
old company. 

Mr. Metcalfe introduced an ordinance au- 
thorizing the Cross Town Electric Raliway 
Co. to construct and operate a road in the 
city. The ordinance provides that the route 
shall begin at Park and Mississippi avenues, 
and extend to Chouteau avenue to Twenty- 
first street, thence along Twenty-first to 
Papin, east to Eighteenth street, north to 
O'Fallon, west to Hogan street, north to 
North Market and east to Broadway. The 
franchise is asked by D. K. Ferguson, Given 
Campbell, Ben F. Hammett, C. D. Meier and 
Geo. W. Brown. 

The bill regulating jurors’ fees to comply 
with the amended law onthe subject was or- 
dered to engrossment, as were a number of 
public improvement measures. 

Tne Committee on Public Improvements 
asked the President concerning the authority 
ofthe committee to investigate the charges 
made by the nurserymen against the Park De- 
pactment. President Waldridge held that the 
committee had authoritv in the premises and 
the inyestigation will accordingly go on. 

The appointment ot James C. Jones to filla 
vacancy on the Board of Charity Commission- 
ers was reported and contirmed. 

THE HOUSE. 

There was a bare quorum present when 
Speaker Alt called the House to order. A 
communication was received from the Coun- 
cilannouncing the passage ofthe bill regu- 
lating the price of gas over the Mavor’s veto. 
The matter was at once laid over for one 
week. 

Mr. Sievers introduced a resolution re- 
questing the appointment of a committee to 
investigate the conduct of Market-Master 
Patrick Dacey of Round Top Market. The 
authorof the resolution claims that Dacey 
acts more like a Czar than a publie servant. 
The bill was referred to the Committee on 
markets. 

A committee composed of Messrs. Brennan, 
Clark and Meverson was appointed to ascer- 
tain why the ordinance requiring all city 
vehicies to have the word ‘‘city’’ printed on 
them in a conspicuous place is not enforced.

POISONED HIS FRIEND, 


Strange Confession of a Man Living in Elk 
County, Kan., Involving Others. 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 5.—A man named 
Dixon, in Elk County, has just confessed that 
a year ago he polsoned a man named George 
Buckingham, at the instance of Dr. F. S. Ol- 
ney and G. H. Walters, the former being Mrs. 
Buckingham’s father: Dixon, as he tells the 
story, was to havereceived $1,000 for his ser- 


vices. He is held and Mrs. Buckingham. Ol- 
ney and Walters have been arrested as acces- 
sories. Dizon's confession was due to a sing- 
ular occurrence. Ille had been a warm friend 
of Buckingham and the latter had invited 
him to bis house frequently. The intimacy, 
it is said, spread to Mrs. Buckingham and 
iuterrupted the friendiy relations. Then 
Buckingham was convicted of ‘‘boat-leg- 
tay and sent to prison for ashorttime. On 
is release, he went to Arkansas City, but be- 
coming sick, he returned home last summer. 
Dixon volunteered to agt as nurse and after a 
few weeks Buckingham died. There was talk 
of foul play, but it was soon dropped. 
Dr. Oluey was then Coroner of Eik County, 
A few gays ago Dixon, who was hard up, 
went to Olney and Walters for money. The 
former gave him a small amount and also a 
drink of whisky. Dixon became sick and 
charged that he had been poisoned. In bis 
ravings he told of the poisoning of Bucking- 
ham and of the $1,000 he was to have received. 
On his recovery, after antidotes had been ad- 
ministered, Dixon adhered to his story, and 
the informations against Mrs. Buckingham, 
Olney and Walters were at once filed. Dixon’s 
reputation is not such as to entitle him.to 
much credence, but there are circumstatoces 
which apparently tend to corroborate his 
story.

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TARE ON COTTON BALES. 


; 
A PROPOSITION TO REDUCE THE WEIGHT | 


OF JUTE-COVERED COTTON. 


Legislative Aid Sought by Those in Favor 
of the Change inthe Weighing System— 
The St. Louis Market Opposed to the 
Scheme—The Arguments Presented for 
and Against. 


HE question of estab- 
lishing a rate of tare 
on cotton baled in 


ings is again  agi- 
tating dealers in this 
commodity, as there 
is a probability of the 
Tennessee Legislature 
seriously considering 
a bill rendering an 
allowance for tare ob- 
ligatory, and in that 
case an attempt will 
be made to induce the 
St. Louis Cotton Ex- 
change to wheel into 
line. The proposition 
is to allow a tare of 
twenty-four pounds on 

: jute-covered cotton 
bales and sixteen pounds on cotton-covered 
bales. 


THE EFFECT WOULD BE 
that a bale which now sells at a weight of 500 
pounds, whether covered with cotton or jute, 
or entirely uncovered, would be rated at 500 
pounds only under the latter condition, being 
reduced to 484 pounds if covered with cotton 
and 476 pounds if covered with jute. The 
argument in favor of this change is that the 
producer is obliged to take less for his cotton 
if baled without a covering than he would 
were it covered, and that this fact greatly 
strengthened the jute trust and rendered its 
existence possible. Another proposition is to 
add eight pounds to the weight of all 
cotton-covered bales, as the weight of 
cotton is much less than that of jute. 
At the convention held in New Orleans during 
September last it was voted that such a tare 
would be of benefit to the trade, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the different Exchanges, 
the result being that it was not passed by ail 


and was therefore dropped. It now seems in 
a fair way of being again taken up. 

THE SENTIMENT OF THIS MARKET 
believed to be generally opposed to the 
proposed change, and the Memphis Cotton 
Exchange has taken strong grounds on the 
same side. It is agreed that the Jute Trust 
is dead, and that the result of the 
establishment of the rate of tare 
proposed would be to enable the 
few mills manufavturing cotton bagging to 
sell their product at an enormous profit. If 
the advantages of the tare system were what 
they are represented, it is believed that some 
one market would have adopted it irrespectivc 
of the others, and that the producers, know- 
ing that they could get a better price for 
their cotton in markets following this system, 
would have taken painsto offer inducements 
for the change. Nothing of the kind has 
taken place, which is considered as proof 
positive that an exchange that should estab- 
lish the tare system would be at a 
distinct disadvantage as compared with ita 
competitors. The cotton planters have mani- 
fested an unwillingness to send their cotton 
to markets where a jute-covered Yale that has 
heretofore been received as 500 pounds in 
weight should be rated at 476 pounds, on the 
uncertain chance that the buyer would pay a 
higher price per pound for the better article. 

AS TO THE PROPOSITION 

to add eight pounds to the weight of cotton 
covered bales, it is believed thatthe effect 
would be to drive this style entirely out of the 
market, as buyers would not be willing 
to pay for more than they received. The New 
Orleans Cotton Exchange is in favor 
ofthe tare system, as are other exchanges 
located in or near cotton-producing States, it 
being asserted that for short distances the 
cotton can be transported uncovered without 
material injury and compressed before ex- 
portation. The more distant markets, such 
as St. Louis and Memphis, would be ata dis- 
advantage to the amount of the tare, but it is 
not believed that any such system can be es- 
tablished without their consent. The out- 
come of the present agitation is watched with 
great interest in this city, and itis believed 
that the present rules can be retained.

He is a wealthy 
man, being worth over $100,000, and has the 
reputation of being ashrewd financier. He is 
a land and financial agent, and has other 
interests besides: The former Mrs. Grisord 
has many friends in Faulkner County, 
and much sympathy is felt for her.

A Confession Made by the Proprietor of the 
Clevelund Street House. 


Sr. Paul, Minn., March 5.—The Pioneer Press 
this morning prints the following special 
from Seattie, Wash.; The most important 
witness in the celebrated London scandal case 
which is agitating the British Parliament, 
and has indirectly caused the suspension of 
Labouchere from the House of Commons for 
insinuating that Lord Salisbury’s Govern- 


ment aided the witness to escape, is the pro- 
prietor of the Haymarket saloon in this city. 
Charles W. Hammond was interviewed yes- 
terday and said: 

**l authorize you to deny emphatically, in 
my name, that I ever received any assistance 
from the British Government while I was in 
Beigium, or was aided in any way by a con- 
sulate or legation in Brussels, to leave that 
country. Nobody ever molested me in Bel- 
gium, and I wasatperfect liberty to come 
and go wherever lI pleused. I would like also 
to deny the charges against me made broad- 
cast in the English and American papers. “It 
has not only injured me financially, but has 
— on my heath. I was in poor health in 

ndon and was nearly blipd. Several leading 
London physicians will testify to this, 
including Dr. Clark, who treated me. Gen- 
tlomen who lived at — house on Cleveland 
street were at full liberty to do whatever they 
liked and had their own latch keys. I never 
inquired of my boarders their name or their 
business. I do mot know that among my 
boarders werethe Beveridge brothers, well 
known in London. The whole move against 
me is a political one. Ihave just about made 
up mind togo back to England and testify 
myself, All this is very humiliating to my 
family, which Includes some of the richest 
mine owners in the North of Engiand. I am 
alsua descendant of the French royalty and 
am related to the late Emperor of France. It 
la time I denied some of the slanders against 
me, and Il hope what I may have told you will 
be largely circulated in my native country. 

Hammond sald he had other statements 
more startling in effect, which he will confess 
inashori time. It must be rewembered that 
when Hammond wis first confronted with the 
fact that his whereabouts had been discovered 
on December 17, he broke down and mur- 
mured: Why does my country hound me 
like this?’’

The Beem Stowed Away While Watching 
Chicago’s Game—The Windy City’s Proj- 
ect May Yet Go to Pietes—Expenses of 
the New York Fair Boomers—A Big Fair 
in 1900. . 


By Telegraph to the Posr- Dur ren. 

New Yorn, March 6.—~The Herald to-day 
publishes the following: There may be a Fair 
yet. Thatwasthe decision reached yester- 
day at the meeting of the General Executive 
Committee that has had charge of New York’s 
big Fair boom. Meanwhile, the boom will be 
stowed away where storage can be had gratis, 
and New York will ‘‘say nothing, but lie low’’ 
and watch Chicago’s game. Her project may 
yet go to pieces on the financial rocks and 
breakers. The Senate and the House have yet 
to pass upon the bill that will be formulated 
to suit her claims, and there are strong indi- 
cations that unless Chicago speedily 
demonstrates her ability to put up the 


-lcash to pay for the Fair she will lose the 


prize. Then New York may stand ashow of 
winning it. The meeting began at 2 o’clock 
and was private,as have been all the meetings 
ofthe General Executive Committee. There 
were present Mayor Grant, who presided; ex- 
Mayor Edward Cooper, John M. Bowers, 


‘George G. Haven, Edward L. Merrifield, Chas. 


8. Smith, Wm. McM. Speer, Chas. A. Moore, 
John Bogart, John C. Calhoun and J. Edward 
Simmons, the Treasurer of the Finance Com- 
mittee. Chauncey M. Depew arrived after the 
meeting was over. He said that he had un- 
derstood that it was to begin at Zo clock. 
The meeting is said to have deen 
harmonious, but not enthusiastic. 
Under the circumstances that was 
quite natural. No action was taken 
toward disbanding the committee for 
the reasons assigned above. J. Edward Sim- 
mons, the Treasurer, stated that he had re- 
ceived $41,400, had paid out upon vouchers 
duly as directed, $23,838.31, and had a balance 
of $17,561.69, subject to the further orders of 
the committee. No itemized statement of the 
disbursements was given out for publication, 
and no reason was assigned for withhold- 
ing it. 
A SOFT SNAP. 

Had an jtemized statement been presented it 
would have disclosed that Mr. 8. Beaty, the 
Assistant Treasurer, has been in receipt ofa 
salary of $100 a week for nineteen weeks. Per- 
sonally he is a very courteous and affable 
gentleman, bit why he should re- 
ceive $100 a week for doing next to 
nothing is one of the mysteries of the 


fair. Another mystery is how he came to be 
appointed to such a ‘‘softsnap.’’ Mr. Beaty 
is a personal friend of Senator-elect Calvin 8. 
Brice, but it has not been officially stated that 
this fact has anything to do with his uppoint- 
ment. Nostatement was presented by the 
Secretary of the Committee on Legislation of 
the expenses incurred by his committee. It is 
underatood that when all the accounts.come 
in the balance in the hands of Treasurer Sim- 
mons will be reduced somewhat. 

Secretary Speer made the following state- 
ment of the expenses of his office: Printing, 
$798.05; stationery, $362.60; typewriting ma- 
chines, carbons, papers, $626.10; fur- 
niture, $261.75; salaries, including outside 
work, typewriting, folding and addressing, 
envelopes, $6,466.74; messengers’ telegrams 
and special deliveries, $509.03; postage and 
wrappers, $1,505; clippings and newspapers, 
$252.41; incidentals, $82.60. Total, $10,894.28. 
To this should be added $1,600 for rent of 
offices, which, however, should be appor- 
tioned between the various committees. As- 
sistant Secretary Howard of the Site and 
Building Committee made this statement of 
the receipts and expenditures of that com- 
mittee: Received from individual members 
of the Committee on Site and Buildings,$1, 700; 
received from the Chairman of the General 
Committee, $175; total receipts, $1,875. Ex- 
pend tures: Farniture, $160 ; traveling 
expenses in visiting sites, $88. 60 ; 
maps, $211.39; acquiring consents of property 
owners in site, $707.50; printing, stationery, 
postage stamps, salaries and office expenses, 
$802.82. Total expenées, $1,871.31. This is a 
very creditabie showing. It should be stated 
that Mr. Jobn Ford, the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee, gave his service voluntarily and grat- 
uitously. 

The tigures presented show that, with 
some accounts still to be heard from, the prot 
ect has cost something less than $26,000, 
which isa mere fraction of what Chicago has 
expended. At the meeting of the committee 
a letter was read from the Times stating that 
the offices occupied as headquarters had 
been leased. The Secretary was thereupon 
authorized to give upthe rooms and dispose 
ofthe furnitare. Chas. 8. Smith, President 
of the Chamber of Commerce, offered the use 
of its rooms for the future meetings, and the 
Mayor added that his office could be used as 
the headquarters of various committees for 
the present. After meeting Mr. Chas. A. 
Moore said that he did not regard New York 
as out of the fight yet dy any means. He has 
been sounding members ofthe General Com- 
mittee to find out what they think of holding 
a big fair in 1900 and erecting a permanent 
industral palace, and reports that most of 
the members who have responded approve 
of the suggestion.

THE RACE QUESTION, 


Address of John R, Lynch, the Colored Poli- 
ticiaa, at Charleston. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disrarcn. 

CHARLESTON, 8. O., March 5.—John R. 
Lynch, the colored politician of Mississippi, 
delivered an address here yesterday in which 
he spoke of the moral, religious and educa- 
tional status of the colored Americans. In 


material progress, but could have and would 
have made more progress had the different 
religious denominations among the whites 
rendered them the necessary assistance. The 
efforts on the part ot the whites to aid the 
blacks in these respects have been confined 
almost exclusively to the cities and towns, 
while the rural districts have been compara- 
tively neglected. Still the race has made 
gratifying progress. 

The speaker then touched upon the labor 
question and admitted that the race has less 
to complain ot in this respect at the South 
than at the North, although the sentiment is 
more favorable at the North than at the South. 
This, he said, is due moreto custom than to 
race prejudice, the institution of slavery be- 
ing the foundation of the custom. Slavery 
being abolished the two races should now be 
upon an equal footing in the field of labor ac- 
cording to skill and merit. The colored la- 
borer is entitled to receive the same protec - 
tion and the same rates of wages for like labor 
performed that the white man receives. They 
should demand nothing more and be 

SATISFIED WITH NOTHING LESS. 

Education is one of the most pressing needs 
of the race, and he, therefore, hoped that 
some such measure as the Blair education bill 
would be passed by the present Congress. The 
speaker then discussed the race question at 
some length. He contended that there is no 
such thing as a race issue; there is very little 
antipathy between the two races. The 
troubles at the South are due more to political 


differences than to race animosity. The white 
and colored people are bound together with 
ties of loye and affection that cannot be 
destroyed. The colored race is indebted to 
the white race for the rights and privileges 
thay enjoy to-day. In conclusion he strongly 
condemned and denounced all schemes 
looking to the deportation or emigration of 
the colored people from the United states and 
from the South. 

We are not warde, he said, but citizens; 
not beggars, but laborers. The colored people 
neitner ask nor Jesire any financial aid to 
support themselves or to assist them in going 
from one place to another. All they ask is 
justice, equal rights and a fair chancein the 
race of life. If, under such circumstances, 
they cannot survive, they will blame none but 
themselves.

UNDEK CONTRACT, COMPROUXISES. 


He Has but One-Sixth of the Maximum peu 
alty to Pay—A Decision by Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Tichenor, on a 
Confession of Guilt, Relieves Him From 
Bankruptcy.

Schmidt is a mercbant 

tailor doing business in 

St. Louls. He had 

trouble on several oc- 

casions with the Tallors’ 

Union of St. Louis in 

regard to prices to be 

paid for work done for 

him by members ofthe union. After one seri- 

ous disagreementas to prices Mr. Schmidt 

wrote tothe Tailors’ Inn in Hamburg, Ger- 

many, to learn if a supply of coat- 

makers could not be sent to him. The 

inn is the headquarters of unemployed 

tallors, who, when there is a company there, 

elect a president to represent them in deal- 

ings with employers, ete. The President ah- 

swered Mr. Schmidt's letter, assuring him he 

could have an ample supply of workmen if 

he would pay their passage from Hamburg to 

St. Louls. Mr. Schmidt agreed to this, but as 

the correspondence had occupied some time 

and a dull season had arrived the importa- 

tion was delayed some months. In May, 1883, 

TWELVE TAILORS CAME UNDER CONTRACT 

to work for Mr. Schmidt, who had paid their 

passage money. Hethen gave notice that he 

would no longer employ union tallors; either 

those of his employes who were members of 

the union must leave the union or leave his 

employ. They preferred to leave his employ 

and other tailors were notified that there was 
a lockout in the Schmidt shop. 

At this time the then President of the St. 
Louis Tailors’ Union informed the then United 
States District Attorney, T. P. Bashaw, of the 
importation of tailors in violation of the con- 
tract labor law. . 

Suits were at once brought under the law to 
recover the penalty inyposed by the law. After 
these suits were filed several more imported 
tallors arrived, and others who were about to 
start from Hamburg were stopped by Mr. 
Schmidt. 

The trial of the cases was delayed, though 
the Goyernment’s evidence of the importa- 
tion was 1 shape, and the fact was 
never denied by Schmidt. His attorneys en- 
deavored to secure a compromi#e and secured 
a statementof the case from the District At- 
torney to base their application upon before 
the 2 of the Treasury for remission of 
penalty. 

It was decided in the Department that the 
application for remission of the penalty could 
only be considered as the law provides in case 
of vessels forfeited for violations of maritime 
laws, or in case of goods seized and forfeited 
for violations of customs laws. The law pro- 
vides that the Jadge of the District Court in 
whose district the offense has been com 
mitted sball hear testimony as to : 

MITIGATING CIRCUMSTANCES, 
and send the Secretary of the Treasury a 
statement of thetestimony. The Secretary 
then acts in his own discretion. 

So the application was presented to Judge 
Thayer and he heard evidence as to mitigating 
circumstances. Mr. Schmidt said be did not 
know at the time he violated the law of the 
existence of such a law, that he was not pos- 
sessed of $12,000 and the Imposition 
of the total penalty would beggar 
him. The Government introduced a 
former President of the Tailors’ Union 
who testified that more than a year before the 
importation he told Schmidt of the existence 
ofsuchaiaw. Five others corroborated this 
witness. ; 

Judge Thayer’s report leaned towards 
Schmidt’s side, though he did not reflect upon 
nor throw out the testimony of the tailors as 
to the information given Schmidt as to the 
existence of the contract labor law. 

The report went to Washington though 
District Attorney Reynolds, To-day the tel- 
graph tells the story from Washington of the 
remission of $10,000 of the alty.
